A man evidently 
Bot cr'inin.?'. :iy instinct, but tne \ic- 
tim oi evil ircumstnrces. Wc lis- 
tened to his story, which oeriaiiily 
posssssed nil ■ me elements oi thrilling 
interest, and, as a psychological study, 
ia highly ins* active.

Healthy babies iry to walk at any 
time between the ninth and eighteenth 
month. They should by no means he 
encouraged to attempt- walking. Kut 
should they be allowed to stand mudi 
supported by a stool, or chair, or 
otherwise. Bow-legs are « irequent 
results oi untimely physieial ambi- 
tions of this kind. The earlier the 
baby attempts to stand, the more it 
must he discouraged— a difficult prob- 
lem in the case of a "stirring" child. 
Give is some plaything that will ab- 
sorb its attention while sitting, or 
take it i>ut into the open air. When 
the child i« i"e£i!y strong ciiuugh-, on 
iis legs to walk or stand steadily, 
these precautions may be gradually 
relaxed. But a bahy should uot be 
taught to walk. It will walk soon 
enough when it does so on its own 
accord.

n oand Bag. — Mothers v.'iih young 
children who are subject to oarache 
will find » sand bag almost invalu- 
able, as it will hold the heat 3 long 
limo, and its composition jb such as 
to render it easily adjustable to the 
effected part. Take a flannel bag ten 
inches square, end fill it with fine, 
clean sand thai has been thoroughly 
dried in the oven. Make a eotton bag 
to draw on over the finnnel, as this 
will, prevent the sand from sifting out. 
this sand bag will also be found useful 
in case o{ tooth ache and facial 
liouialgia, Place it in a hot oven on 
a plate when yon wish to heat it. 

Colored Flannels. — Never put salt to 
set the color into the water in which- 
they are washed. Use instead a pieca 
of alum about as big as a large nut to 
three or four gallons of watur,- 

How to Clean Tinware. — To clean 
tinware, rub well with a damp cloth 
dipped in soda-salt, then dry. Ah 
equally effectual method is to place 
tin articles in a large vessel of wafer 
in which =od;i hr,s De^n dissolveu, and ■ 
let it boil from ten to fifteen minutes. 

Enamelled Wars. — Enamelled pans, 
enn be cleaned by tiie use of crashed 
egg-shell together with eoap and 
water. Frying pans are cleaned with 
boiling water and suds, scrubbed and 
rinsed. Careful drying prevents odor 
and rust. 

Stop the Leak. — A very good tempor- 
ary stopping for a leak in either a 
gas or water pipe may bo produced 
by working powdered white and yellow- 
soap into a paste. Press it into the 
leaking part of the pipe, and, put on 
sufficient' to make the hole airtight. 
This is only a temporary remedy, and 
should not, prevent the plumher being . 
secured at the first possible moment. 

To Render Shoes Water-Proof.— 

Warm a little bees'-wax and mutton 
suet until it ia liquid, and ruh somo 
of it plightly over the edges of ihe sole 
where the stitches are. 

To East a Co'n. — Hub a little oil of 
peppermint over a sensitive corn, and 
the soreness will be eased in the most 
wonderful manner. 

To Put Out a Blaze. — Flour thrown 
upon hurning oil will instantly ex- 
tinguish it, while water only spreads 
the flames. 

To Drive Worms Out of Apples.— 
If housewives who dislike to find 
worms when cutting apples would first 
put the fruit in cold water, they would 
find that the worms would leave the 
apples and come to the surface of the 
water.
